President Appoints White 
Man as Athens’ 
Postmaster. 


APPOINTEE A WELL-KNOWN 
BUSINESS MAN OF ATHENS 


He Had the Indorsement of Marshal 
Walter Johnson and the Re- 
publican Organization—Clay 
and Howard Thank 
the President.

Weshington, February 5.—(Special.j— 
President Reosevelt today appointed Wil- 
ilam Fleming to be postmaster at Ath- 
ers. This appointment, which was pre- 
dicted by The Constitution two days ago, 
ends the Athens incident, for Fleming will 
be confirmed by the senate without delay. 
Mr. Flier.ing is one of the best known 
business men of the Classic City and it Is 
believed will he in ePery way acceptabi 
to everybody over there.

such a ccntest, despite the fact that he 
is a negro. Pink Morton will be cared 
for by being given some other appoint- 
ment if the president can find one tut he 
thinks will fit. Congressm:an Howard and 
Senator Clay, whose influence it was 
which defeated Morton for reappointment, 
expressed therselves as satisfied with 
Fleming’s appointment, making it plain, 
however, that their interest in th? mat- 
ter had ceased after they had received the 
presid-nt’s assurance that Morton would 
not succeed himself. Senator Clay wes at 
the white house just before Fleming's ap- 
pointment was anncunced.

The fight to secure the removal of Morton 
was 2 spirited one, and the people of 
Athens feel that a signal victory hs 
been won. 

William Fleming was born at Maxeys, 
Ga., and is 46 years of age. He is the 
son of Colonel Thcmas Fleming, wh» for 
many years has been one of the leading 
hardware merchants of Athens. 

For the past thirty years Mr. Fleming 
has been a citizen of Athens, and since 
1875 has meen connegted with her business 
interests. For ten years he was a metn-

M'CUMBER. DEFENDED 
THE JUDGE IN ALASKA 


Tillman Asked the North Dakota 
Man if the ‘‘Damnable Corrup- 
tion’ of Certain Courts Should 

Not Be Shown Up in 
the Senate. 


Washington, February 5.—Throughout 
today’s session the senate had under 
consideration the urgent deficiency ap- 
propriation bill and just before adjourn- 
ment passed it substantially in the shape 
in which it was reported to the senate 
by the committee. 

During the early part of the session 
the case of Judge Noyes, of the district 
court of Alaska, and Alexander McKen- 
zie, and others, which was brought te 
the attention of the senate by Mr. Till- 
man a day or two ago, was discussed, 

Mr. McCumber, of North Dakota, de- 
livered an elaborate sneech in defense 
of Judge Noyes and Mr. McKenzie. He 
paid a high personal tribute to both men, 
characterizing them as men of fine char- 
acter, eminent ability and sterling in- 
tegrity, incapable of doing the things 
with which they had been charged. In the 
course of his argument he became in- 
volved in a colloquy with Mr. Tillman. 
The South Carolina. senator had intimated 
that he would deliver a speech on the 
Noyes case, but at the conclusion of 
Mr. MecCumber’s speech he contented 
himself practically with putting into The 
Congressional Record the decision of the 
circuit court of appeals of San Francis- 
co in the cases of contempt against 
Noyes and McKenzie. 

In a brief speech, Mr. Stewart reviewed 
the case, taking strong ground against 
Judge Noyes and his actions in Alaska. 

During Mr. McCumber’s remarks he 
referred to' what, to his mind, was ap- 
palling corruption in Alaska. 

Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, inter- 
rupted to inquire whether Mr. McCumber 
did not think he owed it to the senate 


‘to give it all the facts Goncerning the 


“damnable corruption’ of certain United 
States courts, to which he referred. 

Mr. McCumber replied that he had not 
accused the members of the San Francjsco 
circuit court of appeals of anything worse 
than prejudice and bias. The conclusions 
of the court, he said, were based for 
the most part upon evidence the senator 
from South Carolina, Mr. Tillman, would 
not give the least credence to. He as- 
serted that Mr. Tillman had cast serious 
aspersions upon a man as henorable as 
he was—a man whom the South Caro- 
lina senator might meet outside the 
chamber and there, if he saw fit. call 
the vile names he had applied to him. 

Mr. Tillman disclaimed any intention 
to reflect fmpBoperly upon anybody, his 


‘remarks, he said, being directéG-at the 


department of justice, particularly for 
not doing its duty promptly, investigating 
and acting upon such scandal as had 
developed in this case, whoever were the 
guilty parties. He insisted that either 
the judges of the circuit court of ap- 
peals of San Francisco were guilty of 
some infamy, or the Noyes party was. 
He felt it his duty, as he had some 
respect for the judiciary of the United 
States, to defanG judges who had been 
arraigned so seriously as to see that 
their side of the controversy should go 
into the record.

GERMANY REFUSED TO JOIN. 
OTHER POWERS. IN PROPOSAL 


ERLIN, February 5.—The minister 
B of the foreign office confirms the 
substantial @ecuracy of the suib- 
joined statement which The Kreuz-Zei- 
tung prints today, relative to Germany's 
course toward the United States during 
the war with Spain. The correspondent 
of the Associated Press understands tna: 
the article was prepared by Professor 
Schiemann, professor of: history at Ber- 
lin university,. who enjovse special official 
sources of information. The articls says: 
“Almost ed@stiy four years ago the 
Spanish ambassador here asked Germany 
whether Germany would lead  actiun 
againet the United States for tne protec- 
tion of the monarchic principle. The an- 
swer was 2 definite refusal and the same 
answer was given a menth later, or about 
the middle of March, when the invitation 
reached Germany to participate inthe in- 
tervention undertaken upon the initiative 
of Austria. This was the week following 
the sad catastrophe of the Maine. when 
it was belleved tntervention would fa-ili- 
tate an understanding between the Tnited 
States and Spain. Nevertheless, our zgov- 
ernment commirgsfoned Hlerr Von Rado- 
witz, the German ambassador to Spain, to 
inform the Madrid government that Ger- 
many was not in a positicn to prevent 
the Spanish-American war. . 

“After thet several attempts were made 
to win Germany, or the driebund, for in- 
tervention, in which the pope was cesp°- 
cially agtive. The final result was that 
Dr. Von Holleben (German ambassador 
at Washington) wae instructed to join in 
the step proposed by Austria, onlv in 
case all the other five great powers par- 
ticipated. ' 

“We ere unable to state the details of 
how the united action came abont. At 
any rate the collective note: was handed to 
the officials at Weshington, April 7, 2d- 
Vising, a peaceable scttiement. and was 
signed by Pngland, France, Italv, Ans- 
tria, Russia and Germany. It was be- 
lieved for a week that war would be 
averted. 

“General Blanco received orders frm 
Madrid to offer the Cuban insurgents an 
armistice, for Spain was resclved to zive 
them far-reaching autonoray and to arrive 
at a settlement of the: Maine question 
through arbitration. Diplomatic circles. 
however, entertaired mm. illusions, and 
when England, Aprml 14, through her am- 
bassador, propesed a new cvilective nate. 
in which the powers should declare that 
Europe regarded America’s armed inter- 
vention in Cuba as unjustifiable, the 
other ambassedors telegraphed to their 
home governments asking for ‘instruc- 
tions. The step failed through Germany's

the United States a signal service, but 
information of a very confidential char- 
acter which reached it conveyed to the 
Madrid government the idea that any 
mission of pacification would be well 
received by England. England society 
entertained the most hostile spirit to- 
ward the United States. It had not been 
able to forget the Venezuela affair, and 
in London it was thought the proper 
thing to support the Spaniards. 

“Thus the principal diplomatic efforts 
of Spain were brought to bear on the 
central European powers, and more par- 
ticularly Russia. It was not thought that 
England would take the initiative in its 
favor, but being convinced, and, as it 
appears, justly so, that England would 
not care to stand aloof from a common 
action undertaken by ‘Europe to bring 
about peace, Spain thought before every- 
thing else to win over. Russia to her 
cause. Toward the end of March, 1898, 
one of the leading diplomats of Spain 
who took an intimate part in the ne- 
gotiations then proceeding said: ‘The 
key to the success of our negotiations ap- 
pears to be now at St. Petersburg. We 
shall concentrate our efforts there.’

Kansas City, Mo., February 5.—In a 
paper prepared by Secretary of Agricul 
ture Wilson and read before the Central! 
Short Horn Breeders’ Association at its 
annual meeting here today the secretary 
of agriculture states that it has been 
found that tuberculosis is being spread 
by pure bred imported animals purchased 
to improve the common cattle of this 
country and suggests the propriety o/ 
shutting dow: on the importation of cat- 
tle ond sheep, following the example of 
Great Britain. Gianders, tco, he said, was 
an imported disease, and he suggested 
that it might also be weil to exclude for- 
eign horses from the American markets 

Secretary Wilson spoke against the 
sentiment that we must have fresh blood 
from Eurepe to maintain the standard of 
American herds and he gave it as his be- 
nef that the sentiment had no otber foun- 
Gaticon than tradition and personal in- 
terest. 

He told of tne surprising increase i[n the 
rumber of cattle in the United States and 
stated that the statistics indicated that 
it is preeminentiy the development of 
the home murket that has benefited the 
cattle industry. He explained at some 
length how American cattle have fopt 
a@i mouth disease and yet the United 
States permits the importation of British 
cattle. We arg large buyers of Argentina 
and he thougnt we cught to insist upor 
our cattle being admitted there. .

to be called the state of Cuba.”

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SOUTHERN SENDS REPLY 
IN TERMS OF EVASION — 
TO DEPOT PROPOSITION 


It Is Neither An Acceptance Noy 
a Rejection, Says Governor 
Candler, 


GOVERNOR WILL NOT GIVE 
OUT MR, SPENCER'S LETTER 


Belief Is That Southern Wants an 
Amended Proposition from the 
State as an Alternative To 
Rejection—Only the Leg- 
islature Can Act. 


The Southern’ Railway Company, 
threugh its president, Samuel Spencer, 
has replied to the letter of the depot 
ccmmission with reference to the propaosi- 
tion to the railroads to build a new depot 
on the state’s property. 

But so far as can be learned President 
Spencer does not say what the Southern 
will do. The indications are, from what — 
Governor Candler said yesterday, that 
President Spencer leaves the matter very 
much in the air, and it would seem that 
the reply is far from satisfactory. 

Governor Candler said in speaking of 
the matter: 

“I have received today a reply from 
President Samuel Spencer, of the South- 
ern Railway Company, with reference fo 
the building of a new depot on the states 
property. The letter of President Spencer 
neither accepts nor rejects the states 
proposal. Further than that there is noth- 
ing I can say about the matter at this 
time.’’ 

Governor Candler declined to discuss 
the matter further, nor would he give out 
President Spencer's letter, or any part of 
it, for publication. He did not say what 
he proposed to do, but it is tkely he will 
reply te the letter before any further 
step is taken. 

This letter frum President Spencer is the 
only one Governor Candler has received 
in reply to his communication sent at the 
instance of the depot commission, with 
the exception of that from the Naghville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railway, les- 
see of the Western and Atlantic, which 
was published in The. Constitutton yes- 
terdcy. The Central of Georgia, the At- 
lanta and We@t Point, the Georgia raift 
road and the Seaboard are yet to be 
heard from. 

Is It a Rejection? 

While the contents of President Spen- 
cer’s letter are not known, the indications 
ere that they amount almost to a rejec- 
tion of the state’s proposal, at least in Its 
tresent shape. Just here a telegram from 
S. M. Inman, one of the Southern’s direc- 
tors, published in The Constitution sey- 
eral days ago, may be regarded as sig- 
nifice nt. Mr. Inman's telegram was as 
follows: 

Lakewood, N. J.—Constitution, At- 
lanta, Ga.: I don’t speak from au- 
thority, but from my investigation. 
Believe that the railreads having once 
made a definite proposition and it 
being rejected, they will now wait for 
a definite, tangible, business-like 
proposition from the state befor@ do- 
ing anything. S. M. INMAN. 

It would seem from this that theSouthern 
is not satisfied with the proposal that has 
been made by the state, and as it has not 
rejected the proposal outright, it is to b9 
taken for granted that the Southern 
would consider a further proposal with 
regard to the depot which might be more 
to its liking. | 

In what respect the Southern Is dis 
satisfied with the present proposition i® 
not known, but it has been variously 
stated that it thought the present site too 
smell: that it desired to build on its o6wn 
property, and that it objected to paying 
more rental above the price already paid 
for its depot accommodations. — 

Should the Southern insist on a thodifi- 
cation of the terms of the pfesent pro- 
posal as an alternative to rejecting it al- 
together, no such modification could be 
made except by the legislature. It would 
have to come up before the legislature at’ 
its meeting next fall,and this would mean 
that the Atlanta depot question would 
have to be fought all over again.

EXPLOSION MADE A __- 


WRECK OF BUILDING | 


Citizens of Olarksville, Ark., on 
‘ Arriving at Scene; Found That 
the Sheriff Was Dead and 
That the Robbsrs Had 
Escaped with Funds. 


Little Rock, Ark., February 5.—The 
town of Clarksville, Johnsen county, is 
greatly excited over a bold and successful 
hank robbery which occurred about ? 
o'clock this morning. Sheriff John H. 
Powers was shot and killed by, the robbers 
while attempting to frustrate their 
designs. The exact amount secured Ly 
the robbers is not known, tut it is sup- 
posed to be between $1,000 and $2,000. 

Sheriff Powers, who roomed it a bduild- 
ing adjoining that cf the bank of Clarks- 
ville, was awakened’ shortly before 3 
o'clock by a terrific explosiun in the bank. 
Seizing a pistol in each hand he rusacd 
to the bank. The robbers. who numbered 
five or six, were evidently prepared for 
him, as they opened fire the momen: he 
appeared. The brave officer was wounded 
at the first volley, but he stood his 
ground and returned the iire, sending 
half a dozen bullets at the robbers) ‘The 
wounded sheriff managed to get back to 
his room, where he died within twenty 
minutes. 

When hastily aroused citizens 
arriving at the scene Powers was dead 
and the robbers had vanished. The in- 
terior of the bank presented a wrecked 
appearance, the men having used dyna- 
mite to break open the vault door. They

NEARLY ALL-THE MEN 
ON THE ALLES INJURED 


William Perry, Deck Hand, In- 
stantly Killed, and Four Other 
Men Badly Hurt, While 
Three Were Fishea 
from the River. 


Pittsburg; Pa.,‘February 5.—By the ex- 
plosion of the boilers of the tow boat 
John W. Ailes. owned by the Mononga- 
hela River Consolidated Coal and Coke 
Company, near lock No. 2, at 1:30 o’clock 
this morning, one man was killed out- 
right, four probably fatally injured and 
several are still missing. Six others were 
rescued from the icy waters. The dead: 

WILLIAM PERRY, deck hand, aged 30 
years, of Roscoe,’ Pa.; found pinioned 
under the anchor with clothing afire. 

Injured. — 

EDWARD MITCHELL, ‘mate, aged 23 
years; badly burned and inhaled flames, 
Merchantville, Pa., will die. 

WEAVER WOLFE, deck hand, Middle- 
port, Ohio. 

MARA WALKER, negreéss cook, of 
Pittsburg, leg broken and badly injured 
about head and body. 

Rescued from the river: 

James Williams, fireman, aged 30 years, 
leg broken atid seriously hurt about head 
and body; Booker Null, second engineer, 
aged 27 years, Beverley, W. Va.: Williagn 
Campbell, fireman, aged 26 years, badly 
burned.

They had passed the Homestead steel 
works and were nearing the city with 
seven flats of coal, when one of the boil- 
ers let go with a mighty roar and terrific 
force. 

The explosion Communicated to the 
other boilers and then all went into the 
river or into the air. The..baqat took 
fire and burned so rapidly, that‘all who 
were able were forced to take to the 
river. 

In a few minutes the towboat Vulcan 
was on the scene with a full crew of 
men and nearly all were rescued. The 
injured were brought to Pittsburg and 
seven of them are now at Mercy hos- 
pital. Four of these are reported to be 
in a Gangerous condition and may not 
recover. The hospital authorities, how- 
ever, are unable to give the names. 

The Ailes :-was e¢em-netely destroyed. 
The loss is placed at $25,000. 

The boat was considered’ one of the 
best owned by the coal combine and its 
boilers had been inspected but a few 
days ago. No one has been abie to give 
an account of the exact manner in which 
the accident occurred.

~ SALISBURY SAYS 
BUERS WILL LOSE 


Mlfudes fo the Dutch Note in 
Flippant Manner, 


Did Not See What the Dutch Govern- 
ment Hoped To Gain—No Peace 
Terms—Rights of the Sov- 
ereign Must Be Fully 
Recognized. 


London, February 5.—Lord Salisbury, 
the premier, unveiled a life-sized marble 
Statue of the late queen at the Junior 
Constitution Club. 

Speaking at a dinner after the unveil- 
ing the premier referred to the recert 
Dutch note in a tone for him of unusual! 
l‘ippancy. He was unable to imagine the 
object of the Dutch government. for 


whose friendly feelings he had the great- | 
est admiration, but he could not see the | 


precise object they hoped to gain by this 
curious step. 

The premier explained that his only 
- reason for alluding to such things was 
that a time was coming when the people 
rust think more of the suggestions 95f 
their intelligence and less of the sug- 
gestions of their emotions. 

“There is no longer any question of 
sentiment,’ continued Lord Salisbury. 
“We have entered upon a matter of busi- 
ness which we might push through. What 
we ere now seeking is security. Any 
peace which recognizes fully the rights 
- of the sovereign and gives us security for 
the empire we should accept, not only 
with willingness, but with delight. 

“It is useless to tell us to hehave so ag 
to leave a pleasant recollection in the 
minds of those with whom we are fight- 
ing.” | 

Lord Salisbury said he had no misgiv- 
ings for the future and that he believed 
the war had made the country more con: 
fident in its external policy. The existences 
of hostile feeling in Ireland was a signal 
that the efforts upon which depended in 
no light degree the glory and continuance 
of the empffe must not be relaxed. “‘The 
maintainance of our position in Ireland is 
the most vital object the empire has, and 
it can only be attained by strenuous ex- 
ertions,’’ said the premicr. 

The premier: asked if the Irish people 
loved the government better than they 
did formerly and replied himself th, thev 
did not. He said the feelings of hostility 
which had been expressed were much 
more compromising than any expressions 
which had ever ssued from the lips of 
Parnell] or O’Connell. An Irish govern- 
ment with power to accumulate arms and 
ammunition would ccnstitute a more seri- 
ous threat than had the Boers.

Major Leaders’ Men Kill Seven of 
Enemy and Capture 131. 

London, February 5.—Lord Kitchener 
has sent the following from Pretoria: 

“Major Leaders’ force surprised De- 
Larey'’s commando, killing eeven and cap- 
turing one hundred and thirty-one. The 
British casuaHies were slight. No British 
were killed. 

The British pursuit of General DeWet 
has been successful to the extent that 
bis last gun has been captured, and Com- 
mandant Wessels, one of his principal 
lieutenants, has been routed. Lord 
Kitchener s2nt the news in a dispatch 
from Pretoria, dated Tuesday, Februars 
4, as fc:lows: 

“Byine’s column, while proceeding two- 
ward Liebenburgvieit, after a night 
march, attacked and routed a consider- 
able force ef the enemy under Com- 
mandant Wessels... We captured a 15- 
pounder ana a pompon taken from Fir- 
man’s column, and also a Boer pompon, 
that was the last gun DeWet had, and 
three wagons of ammunition. 150 horses 
end 100 mules.’’

TAFT TALKS 10 


Governor of Philippines Explains 
Affairs of Islands, 


Natives Favorably Inclined Toward 
the Civil Government, but Are 
Against Military Rule—Con- 
tention Between Chaffee 
and Committee. 


Washington, February 5.—In his state- 
ment before the senate committee on the 
Philippines today, Governor Taft dealt 
especially with the question of the re- 
lationship of the civil and the military 
authorities in the Pilippines. 

Governor Taft sald that there had been 
some difference of opinion between the 
military authorities and the commission. 
General MacArthur contended that au- 
thority over the islands was vested in the 
military as the representative of 
chief executive, because the islands were 
in a state of war. In this view the 
commission did not concur. y 


Governor Taft explained at some length 

the contention between the committee 
} and General Chaffee which had, he said, 
arisen over the habeas corpus provision 
in the commission's code The question 
| had been referred to Washington, with 
the result that instructions had come 
back that the differences must be com- 
promised. A compromise was reached 
on the understanding that a writ of 
habeas corpus would not lie against mil- 
itary officers, a civilian employee of the 
military branch or a prjsoner of war. 

Governor Taft also said that there had 
been some differences of opinion as to 
other matters in the method of admin- 
istration and that naturally the natives 
were more favorably inclined toward 
the civil eovernment because they were 

‘presented by men of their own na- 
tionalitv in that branch of the service, 
while on the other hand the army 
principally concerned in bringing the 
war to an end. He thought, however, 
that the military authorities were coming 
to look with more favor on the civil 
institutions, 

Governor Taft said it was not true 
that a majority of the people can read 
and write. The women of the Phiiip- 
pines hold a superior position. They 
are the active managers in general af- 
fairs and the Spanish archbishop had 
said that if it was intended to confer 
any political authority upon the Filipinos 
it should be conferred upon the female 
Sex. 

“Is it not true,’’ interrupted Senator 
Dietrich, who has visited the Philip- 
pines, ‘‘while the women are engaged 
in conducting the affairs of the family 
the men are’ generally engaged in at- 
tending cock-fights or going about the 
country with roosters under their 
arms?’ 

Mr. Patterson replied to this question 
by reading from a war department Tre- 
port to the effect that the Tagalogs 
are industrious, courtegus, artistic, quiet 
and orderly. 

Governor Taft did not agree that they 
were industrious and it also was true 
that the uneducated-classes among them 
show low  ten@encies. “All Filiptno 
crowds are,” he said, ‘‘well-behaved and 
polite and the people are courteous. The 
Filipino also ehows capacity for skflled 
labor, but he is negligent of machinery, 
I wish it were true that the Filipino 
is as indgstM#ous as is claimed, but he 
is not. Indeed, there are many of them 
who might secure work who do not 
eeek it. This condition leads to a de- 
mand for the bringing in of Chinese.” 
This statement led Senator Hale 
make inquiry concerning the 
of Chinese. The witness replied that 
the contractors and business men gen- 
erally contend for the necessity of brjng- 
ing in Chinese labor. This importation 
was, however, generally resented by the 
natives, not so much because of their 
competition of the Chinese as to their 
competition as merchants. Under the 
present regulations no Chinese are ad- 
mitted. 

Governor Taft stated that in the 
lands there are about 45,000,000 acres of 
land held by private persons and that 
of this 408,000 acres are owned by the 
Catholic friars. Of these 403,000 acres 
250,000 are the best lands in the is- 
lands. 

As to the honesty of the native Fil- 
ipino, Governor Taft said that many 
@xaggerated and extreme pictures had 
been drawn. They were neither so bad 
nor so good as the@ had been represent- 
ed. Many were arrested for theft and 
there were charges of treachery and hos- 
tility. Some are dishonest and others 
double-faced it was true, but that 
present these as characteristic was not 
true, hence no general characterization 
was possible.

PLANT TO BE IN SAVANNAH 


Invaluable to Saw Mill Men—Among 
Outputs Will Be Wood Oil, 
Acetic Acid, Tar and Sev- 
eral Other Valuable 
Products. 


Savannah, Ga., February 5.—(Special.)— 
To the many industries now claimed by 
the state of Georgia another is soon to 
be added in the form of the Wood-ol 
Chemical Company, which will establish 
its first plant here. 

The company, which is mainly con- 
trolled by Baltimore capitalists, owns 
the Gardner process and patents for pro- 
ducing from refuse timber and lumber 
certain chemicals, such as creosote, wood 
oll, acétic acid, tar and other valuable 
products. The company has procured a 
5b-acre lot which fronts on the right of 
way of the Seaboard Air Line railway 
and is immediately south of the lands of 
the Pierpont’ Manufacturing Company 
and the Mill-Haven saw and planing 
mills. Here the plant will be located. 

J. G. Gardner, the general manager of 
the company, is now here and will make 
this city his home. Contracts for ma- 
chinery, etc., have been let and it 43 ex- 
pected that the plant will be ready for 
operation within sixty or ninety days. 

At the present time there are millions 
of feet of refuse lumber burned at saw 
milis throughout the country, and par- 
ticularly in the south, each year.

The Messrs. Schuler are majority own- 
ers of fhe Alabama Steel and Wire Com- 
pany, a $1,900,000 corporation. ‘Cc. E. Rob- 
inson, 2 minority stockholder, some time 
ago made demands upon them for an in- 
gpection of the books and accounts of 
the company, @hich they resisted. Rob- 
inson carried the matter into the courts 


‘and Judge Wilkerson decreed that Robin- 


gon should have full access to the books, 

Robinson claims that thereupon the 
Bchulers defaced, concealed and destroyed 
certain of the books in contempt of the 
court’s order. This the Schulers denied 
and the trial of the case has consumed 
geveral days of the court’s time. 

Judge Wilkerson this morning, however, 
@nnounced his decision as stated above. 
The decision has created a profound sen- 
wation here, on account cf the very high 
business and social standing of the Schu- 


lers.

Last year in the United States over 
$107,000,000 was given by donations 


and bequests, by private wealthy per- 
sons, to the causes of education. Of | 
that vast sum less than $500,000 came 
to the fifteen southern states. These 
comprise one-third of the states of the 
union and contain more than one-third 
of its population. When these facts | 
are understood the enormity of the 
south’s burden in educational work 
and the tremendous handicap under 
which she is endeavoring to. carry it 
"may be realized. 

We have no right, of course, to com- 
plain of the way in which the owners 
of wealth dispose of it by gift or de- 
vise, It matterg not that much of the 
money so lavished upon the educa- 
tional institutions of the north and 
east was made proportionally through 
enterprises and commerce to which 
the south paid tribute and profits. The

An Unhistorical Yarn. 

History is hardly made and difficult 
to keep pure, but so-called “historical 
incidents” frequently need only a live- 
ly imagination and the eternal ab- 
sence of the parties who are needed 
to figure in the scene. For evidence 
we find in The Washingon Post a 
story credited to the late Daniel R. 
Goodloe which concerns a supposed 
encounter between President John- 
son and General Grant. The story 
runs that General Grant, having been 
informed that President Johnson in- 
tended to revoke the parole of General 
Robert E. Lee and order his arrest, 
rode to the white house and figured as 
follows: 

General Grant strode into his presence 
and peremptorily demanded, ‘‘Vo you in- 
tend to revoke the parole of General 
Robert E. Lee and other officers of the 
late confederacy?” 

“J am considering the subject,’ Grant 
replied, ‘“‘You need not consider it. Those 
paroles were signc«d by me as general 
commanding the army of the United 
States. My promise to them shall be 
kept in good faith, if it takes the army 
of «the United Strcies, plus the army of 
the late confederacy, to enforce it.’’ 

Saying this, Grant retired and 
Johnson white with rage. 

We never heard any mcre of 
cation of the parolcs. 

The same sort of a story was print- 
ed many years ago. During the fa- 
con- 
gressman at large in Tennessee in 
1872 it was produced by ex-Governor 
Henry S. Foote, a bitter enemy of Mr.

Covington Star: We think the plans and 
suggestions for establishing a.confederate sol- 
diers’ hospital are all very good and timely, 
except the plan for raising the money to build 
it. We do not indoree that. 

The soldiers’ home was built with money 
raised through the generous charitv of the 
people of Georgia. After it was bullt tne 
trustees of the property generously offered ii 
to the state as a free gift, for the purpose of 
establishing a home for the needy old veterans 
and to maintain it as a home for them as long 
as they lived. 

The state declined to accept the property 
maity times, but finally agreed to take ft and 
assume the care of all veterans unable to care 
for themselves. That acceptance was an im- 
plied contract to keep the home and maintain 
the veterans as long as they lived. 

it is the state's duty, therefore, to establish 
a hospital at the home for the care of tWe sick 
and disabled veterans, elther in the home or 
in a separate building, where they can be prop- 
erly nursed and cared for, and no one ehould 
be asked to subscribe a dollar for such purpose. 

Now that the state has accepted the trust of 
maintaining the home and caring for the vet- 
erans, she cannot afford to let them suffer 
for lack of proper attention if they are eick or 
feeble enough to require nursing in a hospital, 
and must prepare such a place at the home. 

The Star is really heart-sick and tired of the 
State ‘‘begging’’ for money to do that which 
she must do herself. If the hespital ie needed 
at the home, the state must build and main- 
tain it. If any chtizen wishes to contribute to 
it, she can thankfully accept it, but she must 
not beg for a dollar.

Much Secrecy Concerning It. 

Much secrecy is maintained concerning 
its manegzement, but Mr. Mason’s unaer- 
standing is that the cartel guarantees 
producers of raw sugar a certain mini- 
mum price and takes_their entire product; 
any difference between this minimum 
and the lower price which may rule in 
the world’s markets is made up by the 
refiners; On the other hand, the Paw 
sugar producers. guarantees 
fixed minimum price for beets; to pro- 
duce no raw sugar for consumption in 
Germany, and ‘to sell their raw sugar 
only to refineries belonging to the syn- 
dicate. 

Under this agreement the factories are 
able to pay for beets about 75 cents 4 
ton more than the general sugar market 
price outside of Germany would justify, 
and, on thé other hand, refineries are 
able to control absolutely the price of 
sugar for consumption in Germany. 

This scheme is a beautiful one for the 
sugar producers and refiners, but the 
German consumer has reason to feel any- 
thing but jubilant over it, as at any 
grocery. store in Berlin he has to pay 
from 71-2 to 83-4 cents per pound for 
white lump sugar, or nearly three times 
what is charged for the same grade of 
German-made sugar in London. The fact 
that Germany has just harvested the 
largest beet sugar crop in her history 
has made no appreciable difference in 
prices to the German consumer, and, i 
view of the present industrial depression 
in Germany, the consumer is in no: pos}- 
tion to stand oppressive prices. 
Chocolate Manufacturers Fight It. 

The cartel is being vigorously fought 
by the chocolate manufacturers, who 
have Organized a scheme for the erec- 
tion of a large beet sugar factory, the 
product of which is to tbe used in their 
business. Despite the th§eais of the car- 
tel, these chocolate manufacturers have 
made ten-year contracts for beets with 
the farmers of a large region and are 
going ahead with thelr warfare. 

Those familiar with the European situ- 
ation do not anticipate that the pending 
international conference at Brussels will 
vote to abolish export. bounties. The rep- 
resentatives of the different sugar inter- 
eats count on a repetition of the experi- 
ence of 1898, when there was much talk 
of gn abolition of bounties, but no re- 
sults on that line. “Equally unpromis- 
ing,’ says Mr. Mason, “is the outlook 
for @ny importamt and systematic reduc- 
tion in the area of beet culture. The 
simple fact is that under the manage- 
ment of the cartel farmers receive for 
their beets a price considerably higher 
than is justified by the value of sugar 
in the world’s markets, and consequently 
sugar beets are about the only crop left 
to German farmers that is largely profit- 
able. While they will meet and talk and 
adopt resolutions against overproduc- 
tion, they are aware that any action 
which they may take to that end will 
he abortive for Germany unless France, 
Russia and Austria-Hungary-—to say 
nothing of Belgium, Holland and Sweden 
—wili join in the ‘agreemént, and this 
they have no disposition to do.” 

The indiv‘dual German grower, too, 
shows no real disposition to cut down his 
own crop, though he is perfectly willing 
to have every other grower cut his. 

Can It Be Reached? 

It is the benefit accruing to tnese Ger- 
man producers through the operations of 
his cartel system that some of the 
republican leaders in congress seek to 
offset by an increase in the countervail- 
ing duty against European sugars. The 
present countervalling duties offset the 
direct bounties granted by the Eurgpean 
governments, but it is a question in the 
minds of many people here whether it is 
possible, by any restrictions, to reach the 
advantages enjoyed by German and other 
sugar producers through these combina- 
tions among themselves. :

Mr. Terrell has 
been anticipating, it is said, the receipt 
of such a formal challenge f-om Mr. 
Guerty ever since he made his announce- 
mént two weeks ago, for just after it 
was pubiiehed Mr: Q@uerry stated he 
would expect Mr. Tetfrel! to meet him 
in foine depate, even if none of the other 
candidates would do 80. 

“I shall take the matter up in the 
regular course of my mai) and reply with- 
"™ @ day or two,”’ Mr. Terrell said. It is 
anderstood that Mr. Guerry is to leave 
Mecon today and that he expects to hear 
from Mr. Terrell on his return there 
about Monday. 

Further than that he would say nothing 
about the. matter, preferring to wait, he 
said, until he eends his reply to Mr. 


. Guerry. 


It is beHeved among “Mr. Terrell’s 
friends that he w'll reply declining to en- 
ter into joint debates unless all of he 


candidates in the race should decide to 


hold joint meetings. If ali of the can- 
didates should get together anywhere 
at any time, they say Mr. Terrell would 
no doubt be there. 

“I don’t sée any particular reason why 
Mr. Terrell should enter into joint de- 
bates with Mr. Guerry at this time p4ar- 
ticularly,” said a prominent politician at 
the capitol] yesterfay. “In the first place 
Mr. Terrell has just begun his campaign 
and has not even had time to map out 
his progtfamme, while Mr. Guerry has 
been in the field making speeches for 
moré than five months. Mr. Guerry 
seems to have had what he consjders 
least a profitable and tmeresting 
timé around the state. Why should not 
‘Mr: Terrell have the same opportunity. 
Let him follow his own campaign lines 
for a few months, and then if Mr. Guer- 
ry wants to debate, it might be consid- 
ered. 

“In the next place Mr. Guerry has 
charged that Mr. Terrell has taken his 
platform. If iat is the case, as Mr. 
Guerry seems to think, there is nothing 
to debate between them. Why should 
they enter into a discussion of questions 
upon which they ate agreed? The de- 
bate, under such circumstances, could be 
little more than a discussion of person- 
alities, however much the candidates 
might try to avoid it. This would hard- 
ly @nlighteg the people on political is- 
sues. 

‘“Fhete are other reasons, I think, why 
Mr. Terrell might decline to enter into 
a joint debate this early in the cam- 
paign, but these occur to me now as 
among the leg@iling ones. I do not know 
what he will do about the matter, but it 
is my opinion that he will go it alone 
for the present, and speak where and 
when it will be, most to his interests. 
Mr. Terre}i may desire to speak at 
places whére Mr. Guerry would not want 
to go, and there is no reason why, under 
the circumeyances, he ‘should ‘Interftére 
with fis programme.

SALARY QUESTION IS 
AGAIN TO THE FORE 


Superintendent Suggests the Ap-. 
pointment of a Fifth Inspector To 
Look After the Free Fire 
Services in Big Build- 
ings in the City.

During the regular meeting of the 
board of water commissioners yesterday 
afternoon Colonel Park Woodward was 
reelected superintendent of the water 
works department, and W. R. Dimmock 
was reelected secretary of the same de- 
partment. Both elections were unanimous 
and the two gentlemen will serve for 
terms of two years each. Much business 
of a routine mature was disposed of 
during the board's session. - 

The election was one of the first 
things takén up. Commissioner Harri- 
s0n nominated Colonel Wcodward to suc- 
ceed himself as superintendent, and 
the nomination received the se& 
ond of both Commissioners  Hol- 
Jand and Barrett. Mr. Barrett took oc- 
casion to say some very complimentary 
things about the superintendent who, 
ihe said, deserved to be reelected because 
of his faithful and conscientious work. 

‘Mr. Dimmock was’ nominated by Com- 
miseioner Peters and Commissioner Kil- 
patrick was the one who seconded the 
nomination. Mr. Dimmock was also com- 
mended for his excellent work as secre- 
tary. Every member of the board voted 
for the two men and they were declared 
reelected. At the conclusion of the 
meeting, on motion of Commissioner Bar- 
rett, the board gave a rising vote of 
thanks to the superintendent and secre- 
tary. 

Salary Question Bobs Up. 

The question of raising the salary of 
Bookkeeper Torbett was brought up by 
Commissioner Peters. He said the finance 
committee of last year had recommended 
that Mr. Torbett’s pay be increased, and 
he was of the opinion that there would 
be funds in hand sufficient to make the 
change. Commissioner Barrett said he 
was heartily In favor of giving ihe book- 
keeper more salary, but he was aleo in 
favor of raising the pay of the superin- 
tendent, secretary ari several other men 
connected with the department. He ex- 
pressed himself as opnosed to ralsing 
one man's pav without making provis- 
ion for the others. 

President Hillyer called attention to 
the labors of the men at the filter plant 
and said one or more of the mén were 
entitled to receive more money than 
they are now getting. He suggested 
that the entire matter be referred to 
the finance committee. While this dis- 
cussion was in progress Commissioner 
Barrett remarked, in a jocular manner, 
that fit might be well for the board to 
go slow on the money question as he 
did not want the board to come out short 
at the end of the year. 

“I don’t want to see my property dis- 
posed of to pay any shortage,’ said he. 
“We can't afford to cothe out $30,000 short, 
you know.” 

“We were not short last year,’’ asserted 
Commissioner Peters. 

“Well,” replied Mr. Barrett, “that was 
the charge made.’’ 

“Anything may be charged for polit- 
ical reasons,"’ rej@ned Mr. Peters. and a 
general smile was ,indulged in by the 
board members. 

Upon motion of Alderman Welch the 
salary question was referred to the fi- 
nance committee for consideration and re- 
port. 


Suggests New Inspector. 

Superintendent Woodward called ntten- 
tion to the part of his report which 
recommended that a fifth inspector be 
appointed to inspect all free fire services 
in buildings in the city. He suggested 
that the new man could be paid ffom as- 
sessments paid by those enjoying the 
benefits of such service. Alderman Welch 
said he understood there were about for- 
ty-two fire services of the character 
named and if each was assessed $20 a 
year the revenue thus derived would be 
sufficient to. meet the inspector’s salary. 
The matter was referred to the superin- 
tendent, finance and pipe committees. 

The petition of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad for a reduction of water 
rate for its manufacturing plant was re- 
ferred to the finance committee after a 
lengthy discussion. Commigsioner Barrett 
said the Southern failroad was now re- 
ceiving the benefit of a reduced rate and 
he thought the other company was en- 
titled to a similar reduction. 

Bille Brought Over. 

When the secretary's report was being 
reid Commissioner Harrison called at- 
tention to the statement that unpaid bills 
amounting to about $2,900 had been 
brought over from last year. He said if 
this was s0 then the report that the board 
had completed 191 with a balance was 
misleading. Judge Hillyer said that there 
had been money to pay these bilis, but 
the comptroller on the last day of the 
year had been too busy to draw the neces- 
sary warrants. He stated that the repori 
said the board had come within Ks ap- 
propriation. 

Mr. Harrison then insisted that the 
president's report made an invidious com- 
parison between the years 1900 and 1901. 
but Judge Hillyer declared he had no 
such intention. 

The board voted to send a check for 
$25,000 to the Dimmick Pipe Company, of 
Birrcingham, on the pipe account. As the 
board now has a great deal of pipe on 
hand to be laid, it is probable that the 
contract between the city and the pipe 
company may be canceled. This particu- 
lar matter has been referred to the 
finance committee and president of the 
board for investigation. 

A voucher for $24,568.26, representing the 
first installment of the new pump at 
Hemphill station, was signed yesterday 
and a check forthe amount will be sent 
at once to the Holley Manufacturing 
Company.

STAMPS ARE HOT REQUIRED 


Coca-Cola — Company Defeats the 
National Government. 


VERDICT FOR OVER $10,000 


Case Will Be Appealed to @ 
States Court of Appeais by 
the Defendant. 


The Caca-Cola people won in their suit 
against the national government, the jury 
in the case returning a verdict for the 
plaintiffe yesterday morning for some- 
thing over $10,858.86 principal and $2,072.35 
interest, the amount demanded in the bill 
of complaint. 

The argument was concluded by Mr. 
Rube Arnold, after which Judge Newman 


delivered his charge. The paper was an 
elaborate one and to it the fury gave an 
ettentive hearing. The eleven men wére 
not out.long when they retufned a verdict 
finding for the plaintiff in the sum set 
out. 

The government is not pleased with the 
verdict and will probably appeal the 
case. Notice was at once given 
by United States Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Bell to that ef- 
fect and the papers are now being pre- 
pared. In charging the. jury Judge New- 
man took occasion to pay a neat compli- 
ment to the assistant district attorney, 
saying that it mattered not which way 
the verdict came the counsel for the gov. 
ernment had done his duty and had done 
it well. 

The appeal papers in the case will, in- 
cluding Judge Newman’s charge, make 
quite an extensive lot of reading and wiil 
give the transcriber, whether the work is 
done by pen and ink or by a machine, a 
long time job.

Fulton Reformatory May Not 
Be Open to City 
Youths. 


LEGAL OBJECTIONS ARE 
ADVANCED AT MEETING 


Conference Between County and City 
Authorities Results in Matter 
Being Referred to Commit- 
tee—Home To Be Opened 
Formally Soon. 


According to present indications, the 
city of Atlanta will not be allowed the 
free usé of Fulton county's reformatory 
for youthful criminals. The matter was 
fully discussed yesterday morning be- 
tween representatives of the city amd 
the board of county commissioners, and 
although the commissioners did not ex- 
press personal opposition to the plan, 
yet several legal questions were ratsed, 
which it is said renders it impracticable. 


It was suggested that the only feasible 


plan was for the city to pay for the 


inmates it sends to the reformatory. It 
was stated that the city might establish 
a reformatory on the same site as the 
county; that the present buildings could 
be used by both, and the two institutions 
be under one management. 

The matter was not definitely settled, 
however, but was referred to the re- 
formatory committee of the board, of 
which Judge H. E. W. Palmer is chair- 
man. 

Those who appeared before the board 
and urged that the request be granted 
were Councilman J. Frank Beck, chair- 
man of the general committee; Recorder 
Nash *“R. Broyles, Mrs. Nellie Peters 
Black, Mrs. James Jackson, president of 
the Woman's Club; Ex-Governor R. B. 
Bullock, Mayor’ Livingston Mims and 
Councilmen James L. Key and S. C. 
Glass. Chairman Beck stated the object 
of the cOmmittee. He said the city de- 
sires the recorder to be given power to 
gend boys to the reformatory direct from 
his court. 

Reasons Urged by City. 

It was stated to the board that the 
city of Atlanta is the greater portion of 
Fulton county; thaf the city pays nine- 
tenths of the total taxes of the county, 
and fhat the greater number of incorrigi- 
ble youths come from the city, while 
comparatively few country boys are re- 
garded as fit subjects for a reformatory. 

Judge Broyles stated that the commit- 
tee was not asking the board to give 
the recorder additional authority, but was 
simply asking the consent of the board 
to allow the recorder to get such author- 
ity from the legislature. 

On motion of Commissioner Clifford 
I.. Anderson, the question was referred 
to the reformatory committee. After the 
vote was taken an informal discussion 
was precipitated, during which the legal 
questions were advanced. 

Legal Points Form Obstacle. 

County Attorney L. Z. Rossér stated 
that a constitutional question is tnvolved, 
and that if the city’s .eyuest is granted, 
the state constttntion wit! be viotated.” It 
was shown that the county taxes are 
levied for county purposes and can be 
used in no o.wer-channel, hence the 
money could not be used in supporting 
the city’s inmates in the reformatory. 
On the same idea city taxes are raised 
for city purposes and cannot be used in 
any other manner. It was shown that 
the county is allowed only a certain sum 
for the maintenance of. prisoners, and 
to exceed this amount would be illegal. 

Judge Palmer stated that under the 
present law the maximum sentefice that 
can be imposed by the recorder is thirty 
days, and that a reformatory sentence 
of thirty days would be practically use- 
less. 

The point was also advanced that if the 
recorder was given the privilege to send 
boys to the reformatory, under present 
conditions, their parents could secure 
their release by writ of habeas corpus, 
which would result in demoralization. 

The reformatory will likely be accepted 
within the next few days. At the request 
of Judge Palmer the commissioners de- 
cided to visit the institution in a body 
and tnspect it. 

The resignations of W. J. Sentell 
C. C. House as road commissioners 
Buckhead district were accepted. D. 
Langfor€ and George Donaldson’ were 
elected to succeed them. The question 
of the renewal of the contract with the 
sheriff for the feeding of the prisoners 
at the jail was referred to the, building 
committee. _ The contract expired last 
October.

Chicago, February |.—Rather a broken week 
thin otherwise. Lignt snows have fallen all 
over the country, with the exception of the 
northwest The tempereture has been. taking 
the week as a whole, fairly normal, but. prac- 
tically speaking we have had a dull week 
in the grain trede. This nas been drougnt 
about entirely by tne indisposition of the pro- 
ducer to part with his reserves at present 
prices. The time has gone by when a break 
in prices causes the farmer to redouble his 
energy and rush his reserves to market. On 
the otmr hand, he nails up the doors of his 
Srainaries and wil not part with a bushe! 
until prices recover, and then when they do re- 
cover he is in a mood to hold his grain for 
even a further advance. This shows con- 
clusively, beyond theery or argument, the won- 
derrul cnange which has come over the pro- 
ducing world the last three or four years, ail 
brought about by the good crop and excellent 
prices the farmers have been getting for every- 
thing that is grown or produved upon the 
farins.

THE DAY.IN. WALL STREET. 


New York, February 5.—Today’s stock market 
was a dull affair again, in spite of spasmodic 
effcrts by professional traders and specvutative 
pools to awaken a general movement in the 
market. By the time they succeeded in moving 
prices at one point, depression would develop in 
anothe>, and in consequence the dull movement 
Was irregular all day. Striking movements in 
closely held high-priced investment stocks con- 
tinued a feature. The significanc® of these

The recent sensational upward movement in 
Lackawanna is associated with the rumors of 
control of that road in the interest of an cutlets 
for the Wabash system, The Wébash stocks 
were very firm today in the same connection.

Missile That Killed Count Pulaski 
in Possession of Savannah Family. 
At an entertainment recently given at' 

the residence of Mrs. Hayward Lynah, 

some interesting relics of the revolutioyn 
were exhibited by the charming hostess, 
says The Savanrah News. Among the 
heirlooms of the Lynah family is the 
inissile tha? killed Count Pulaski at the 
siege of Savannah, and alse an autograpn 
letter from the count to Dr. Lynah, who 
removed the missile from the dying hero. 

This missile, contrary to the general 
understanding, is not a bullet, but an 
iron grapesfot more than an inch fh 
diameter. The little iron has been care- 
fully preserved by five generations of the 
Lynah family, and its authenticity is 
carefully recorded in the tradition of the 
family.

THE LOCAL FORECASTER 


Snow in Mississippi May Be Taken 
as Indication of What Atlanta 
May Get Inside of the 
Next Thirty-Six 
Hours. 


Tn spite of all indications, snow .did 
rot fall in Atlanta. or vicinity yesterday. 
However, it is by n@ means certain that 
sleigh beils wi} not be jingling in Atlanta 
in the course of the next few days. 

Considerable snow has fallen in tne 
vicinity. of Meridian, Miss, and other 
sections of the lower Mississippi valley 
and such storms are likely to indicate a 
similar storm in thts part of the country, 

Forecaster Marbury. stated laie yester- 
day afternoon that he could not tell with 
anv degree of aceuracy what Atlanta 
might expect in the way of weather for 
the next twenty-four nours, but that the 
general indications pointed te a rising 
temperature for today with the chan7?s 
about equally divided betwcen rajn and 
snow. He said: 

“We are now on the ragged edge of 
things ard there is no telling what tn 
expect. It was cloudy all over the scuth 
today with snow in Meridian and eertain 
parts of Texas. Quite a storm is raging 
in the neighborhood of the gulf. Such 
storms oftentimes veer cff in this direc- 
tion and bring rain cr snow. The only 
difference between enow ard rain is: the 
state of the temperature. If the storm 
should come and the weather is warm, we 
may expect rain; while if the weather is 
cold snow will be the result. It may be, 
however, that the storm will take an- 
other direction and not tcuch this sec- 
tion.”’
